Fleming 
fhouid lay down his Command, and defied to have 
his Majefty’s Anfwer communicated to them, In the 
Seffion of the 3d Lnftant, the Marefchal infifted a- 
feeth upon the Eledtion of Succeffor, but in 
vain, the Deputies petfitting in .their former Opi- 
nions, as they did likewife ia the Seffion of the 4th 
Infant, feveral of chem declaring againft the “Pof- 
fibjlity of Chufing .a new. Marefchal, befoge the 
Generals were re-eltablifhed in. their: Prerogatives 
and Authorities. The Marefchal declared that he’ 
had not. dared. to lay theie Demands; before his 
Majefty, and.tried again to_perlwade them to.pro- 
ceed to an Election; but hithesto thofe Endeavours 
have beeri'fruitlefs in every:Seffion by feafon of, 
the Differences among the Deputies, who are di- 
vided on the Affair. concerning the Ele€tion of a 
new Marefchal,,.
